and occupied strategic

Lisbon and Oporto in an obvious 
effort to prevent spreading of the 
mainland of the revolt which has 
overturned the Lisbon -authority 
in Maderia and yesterday flared 
in the Azores, another east At- 
lantic island group belonging to 
Portugal. 


News of the Azores revolt was 


contained in cablegrams received 
by the premier, one from Lieu- 
tenant Aragao Y Mello, as head of 
the movement at Angra do He- 
roismo, capital of the Azores, on 
Tercelra Island, announcing that 
that island had decided to sever 
relations with Lisbon. 
A similar 


but unsigned cablegram was re- 
ceived from San Miguel, largest of 
the group's nine islands.

sta.ted that all was quiet in the 
colonies and islands except in Ma- 
deria.

The tax, proposed by Senator 


Benjamin F. Berkeley of Alpine, 
would make a. levy of three cents 
a package on standard-sized ciga-

cases, opponents contended, how- 
ever, that it would be passed on 
to the consumer. 
The house had voed for a gas 


tax of 2 3-4 per cent of gross pro- 
dnuction, but the senate, on mo- 
tion of Senator Small of Welling- 
ton, cut the figure to 2 per cent.

The letters 
are 
addressed

"My Dear Jim" and are signed 
merely "W. G. H." They are con- 
cerned almost. entirely with ex- 
pressions of anxiety over a-wom- 
an called "Carrie.1 There is no in- 
ternal evidence to identify the wo- 
man and since the envelopes are 
missing the identity of "Jim" also 
is a mystery. 
Dr. Rosenbach de- 


clined to disclose the name of the 
person who sold the letters to 
him and said she had no inform- 
ation other than that which ap- 
peared on the surface. 


Written 
on the 
stationery of 


the United States senate, the let- 
ters emphasize the necessity for 
Carrie's remaining 
away 
from 


Washington when "feelings grow 
intenser and prejudices are more 
pronounced as 
the 
casualty list 


grows." 
"She forgets," one letter states, 
"we are in war—hellish war—and 
she forgets how Germany treats 
those who are against the govern- 
ment.1 


The other letter remarks that 
"most of the stuff said about Car- 
rie is all rot" and that "I know

couldn't be." 
"Yet," the letter goes on, "these 


things have been 
reported.
